TO THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please Youe. Majesty, 

In the first Report of this College which it is my duty to address 
to Your Majesty, I cannot hut commence by giving expression 
to the keen feeling of sorrow and loss which pervaded all our 
minds when the news of the death of Her late Majesty Queen 
Victoria reached us, a feeling which the lapse of time has not 
allayed. Her Majesty was to us not only Queen, as beloved 
as she was peerless. She was the foundress of our College. It 
bears, and will always, I trust, bear her beloved name. It 
was honoured by a visit from Her Majesty in 1849, when the 
buildings were about 10 be opened, and it is well known 
that His Royal Highness the Prince Consort had a large hand 
in framing the statutes under which it is governed. It 
was not remarkable, therefore, that amid the deep and general 
mourning into which the Empire was plunged by the demise 
of Queen Victoria, the sorrow felt within the walls of this 
College should have been peculiarly keen and poignant. It 
would have been strange if it had not been. Nor is it possible 
that the name and the memory, the lofty character and the 
good deeds of Victoria the Great can ever be forgotten among 
us. 

During the Session now closed death also removed from us 
one of the ablest and most beloved of our professorial body, 

Professor S. J. MacMtjllan, m.a., 

who in 1892 succeeded the late Professor Yonge in the Chair 
of History and English Literature, and who, from that time 
till his brief last illness, gave himself to its duties with rare 
devotion and enthusiasm. To know Professor MacMullan 
was to love him. Those of us realise this best who, like myself, 
date back our acquaintance with him to the years when we 
were students in Queen’s College together; but all his col- 
leagues, and all those who had the privilege of sitting at his

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feet in the English class-room, came to know, and now feel 
even more keenly, perhaps, than while he lived, the singular 
charm of his personality, his wide mental culture, and the 
rare strength of his nature. Seldom has any death among us 
evoked deeper or more genuine sorrow. I am happy to say 
that, at a meeting of his colleagues and friends held in the 
College shortly after his funeral, it was resolved that we should 
obtain a permanent memorial of him, and that, to this end, 
his portrait should he painted and hung in our Examination 
Hall. A committee was appointed for this purpose, with 
myself as chairman, Mr. Serjeant Dodd, iv.c., as vice-chair- 
man, Professor Purser, ll.d., the Pev. C. W. Erizelle, m.a., 
Mr. Joseph P. Eisher, b.a., Mr. Pobert T. Martin, b.a., and 
Mr. T. C. Houston, ll.b., as secretaries, and Mr. J. Taylor 
Blackwood, j.p., as treasurer. Another mark of respect to his 
memory I also gladly chronicle. The Pight Hon. A. J . 
Balfour, m.p., Eirst Lord of the Treasury, was good enough, 
on my application, to mark his sense of the worth of Mr. 
MacMullan by placing in my hands a Civil List grant to he 
employed in the education of his only son. The memory of 
such a man cannot he too lovingly cherished. 

Mr. E. S. Boas, m.a. (Oxon.), 

has been chosen by Your Majesty to he Professor of History and 
English Literature in Mr. MacMullan’s room, and from his ap- 
pointment we anticipate the happiest results to these most impor- 
tant -departments. A Belfast man by birth, and educated in his 
early days in our Poyal Academical Institution, Professor Boas 
became a member of Balliol College, Oxford, and enjoys the 
rare distinction of having gained three Eirst Classes at the 
University, one in the Honour School of Classical Moderations, 
one in Literal Humaniores, and one in the Honour School of 
Modern History. His large and successful experience as a 
Lecturer in History and English Literature under the Oxford 
University Extension Delegacy and elsewhere, and as 
Examiner in English Literature to the Civil Service Com- 
missioners, and his authorship of various valuable works on 
Shakspere and other dramatists of the Elizabethan era, give 
ample promise of good work in the new sphere which is 
now to be the scene of his labours — good work, I shall hope, 
not only within, but also outside, the College walls. 

I cannot pass from the subject of this Chair without men- 
tioning the very satisfactory manner in which its duties were 
discharged during the interregnum subsequent to Professor 
MacMullan’s death, first by Professor Baxter, ll.b., and later 
on by the Pev. P. J. Semple, m.a., and Mr. Stanley E. Wright,

The Professorship of English Law, 

which was rendered vacant last summer, as announced in my 
Keport for 1899—1900, Mr. James Sinclair Baxter, ll.b., of the 
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Middle Temple and Worth-east Circuit, Barrister-at-Law, was 
appointed, tiis high qualifications had already gained him, by 
competitive examination, the Reid Professorship of Constitu- 
tional and Criminal Law in the University of Dublin, and, pre- 
viously to that, such great prizes as the Senior Scholarship of 
a hundred guineas in the Law of Real and Personal Property 
at the Middle Temple, the Studentship of the Council of Legal 
Education of three hundred guineas, and the John Brooke 
Scholarship at King’s Inns, Dublin, with first place in the 
Honour Examination for call to the Irish Bar. These distinc- 
tions, added to his large experience in lecturing, lead us to hope 
for a most successful tenure of this important Chair. Professor 
Baxter has also been appointed, an Examiner in Law by the 
Senate of the Royal University. 

Another appointment made during the Session is to 
be chronicled here- — that of Lieut. -Colonel Moorhead, m.a., m.d., 
as Lecturer on the Diseases of Tropical Countries. A dis- 
tinguished alumnus of our own, one who not only gained First 
Class Honours in Ancient Classics and a Gold Medal with 
his degree of M.D. in the old Queen’s University, but won first 
place at his examination for the Indian Medical Service, and 
first place at the final examination of the Army Medical 
School, with a Gold Medal in military medicine, he is addi- 
tionally qualified for the duties which he now undertakes by 
long medical experience in Government service in India, so 
that his lectures are likely to prove very serviceable, to those 
of our students who intend practising in those countries where 
tropical diseases prevail. . 

Professors Sinclair and Byers, whose term of office expired last 
Session, were, on my recommendation, re-appointed by Your 
Majesty to their respective Chairs for the same periods as before, 
in accordance with the regulation regarding practising professors 
in the Queen’s Colleges which was adopted by the Government 
in 1886 on the suggestion of the Queen’s Colleges (Ireland) Com- 
mission of 1884. 

The University of Dublin conferred the degree of Litt.D. 
honoris causa on Professor Dill in June last, this high honour 
was as well merited by him as, coming from, a sister seat of 
learnino' which we highly esteem, it was grateful to us all. 

It was with much satisfaction that I heard of the appoint- 
ment of one of our number, Dr. J. Lorrain Smith, as a member 
of the Commission appointed by Your Majesty to inquire into 
the existing provision for University Education in Ireland. Dr. 
Lorrain Smith is admirably qualified by character by the 
eminent, position which he has attained in the. scientific woild, 
by the universal esteem in which he is held by all who know 
him and by his wide and varied academic experience m Edin- 
burgh Cambridge, Dublin, and Belfast, for attacking the 
important but complex problem which the Commission is to 
endeavour to solve. His assistance will undoubtedly be of the 
most essential service to his colleagues, to the country, and to 
the cause of education. 
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While this Report is passing through the press, the sad news 
of the death of Professor Peter Guthrie Tait, of Edinburgh, 
reaches us. We cannot forget that his first Chair was that of 
Mathematics in Queen’s College, Belfast, which he held from 
1854 to 1860. Those who, like myself, had the privilege of 
studying under him during those years, are not likely soon to 
forget either the brilliancy and clearness of the lectures to 
which we listened, or the kindly interest which the professor 
took in our studies. Nor did he ever forget the College in 
which he thus first held office. 

Turning now from the teaching staff of the College to the 
students, I am happy to be able to report a considerable increase 
during the Session just ended in 

The Number of Entrants 

or Freshmen. They numbered 115, as against 99 the previous 
year, an increase of 16. Of these 93 were matriculated and 
22 n on-matriculated. The total attendance of students in 
all Faculties and years also shows an increase of twelve over the 
numbers of last. year. . There was, I regret to say, a decrease 
in two of the Faculties, those of Law and Engineering, the 
number of students being smaller by two in the former case, 
and by four in the latter. But in the Faculty of Arts there was 
an increase of eight students, and in that of Medicine of twelve. 
I am happy also to be able to say that during the late Session, 
as has uniformly been the case with us since the foundation of 
the College, all the religious denominations which prevail in 
the North of Ireland were represented among the students. 
It ought not to be necessary to repeat, but I desire to repeat, 
that the Collegers not only open to, and attended by, men of 
all creeds, but is in the strictest and every sense non-sectarian. 

The following figures on this subject are so striking and 
interesting that I think it right to record them here. There 
are, altogether, on the College books the names of 6,000 students 
(in round numbers), who have been educated within our walls. 
Of these, 3, ( 00, or more than half, have been Presbyterians — 
not an unduly large proportion in a province like Ulster — and 
2,300, or not much less than half, have belonged to other 
denominations. The attendance, therefore, has always been 
mixed. And as with the students, so with the Professors. They 
belong, and have always belonged, to various Churches. Speak- 
ing for myself, I have uniformly been a strenuous advocate of 
this 

United Education, 

and as strenuous an opponent of any attempt to sectarianise 
our College. At a Visitation held in 1896, in answer to the 
question put by the Marquess of Duiferin and Ava, Chairman 
of the Visitors . Do you find that the principle of united 
education, on which the College was founded, works bene- 
ficially ? ” I replied : — 
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“ The best way, my lord, in which I can answer that, question is 
by giving you a few facts. In the first place, on the staff of this 
College all the prevailing religious denominations are represented— 
Roman Catholic, Episcopalian, Presbyterian, Unitarian, Methodist— 
and to say that perfect harmony prevails among the professors is to 
understate the truth. The difference in creed makes no difference what- 
ever in friendship or collaboration. There was never a more thoroughly 
united body of men, I believe, in any College. Of the students I may 
make the same report. Among them also all the religious denomina- 
tions found in the North of Ireland are represented, hut there is never 
the semblance of dissension. As with the professors, so with the 
students, the diversity of creed makes no difference whatever. I 
should like to give the Visitors the following figures, which I think 
it is important for them and the public to know: — Up to the end 
of last session the total number of men educated in this College 
was 5,571. Of this total 3,483 were Presbyterians. That number 
is not unduly large when you consider that the College stands in 
the capital of Ulster. Those of other denominations amounted to 
2,088, including Roman Catholics, Episcopalians, Methodists, Uni- 
tarians — indeed, all other denominations to be found in Ulster. It 
is one great glory, my lord, of this College that it stands on this 
broad foundation, making no distinction of creed or sect in its 
professors or its students, but opening its doors, its classes, its 
honours, to all sections of Her Majesty’s subjects, without any 
distinction whatsoever. Of that great glory I, for one, hope it will 
never be deprived.” 

My views on this point are unchanged, and so, I may add, 
are the views of the entire College. Speaking in April last at 
a memorable meeting held to establish a fund for the better 
equipment of the College (to which I shall refer later on in this 
Report), I said on this subject: — 

“If the attempt were made in any quarter to turn this College 
into a sectarian place of education in any form or degree, or to 
contract, by so much as a hair’s breadth, its present glorious width 
of constitution — I, for my part, should be the first to resist the 
attempt, and I believe I should be joined in that resistance with 
equal determination by every professor whose name stands upon 
our roll. Nothing, in fact, could possibly be more repugnant to 
our feelings than any such change, and nothing would, in my 
opinion, be more inimical to the cause of education in Ulster. 

I refer thus at length to this point for reasons which may be 
obvious at present. We stand, and always hope to stand, 
on no narrower basis than that laid down for us in our 
Charter— which declares that we are “ to afford to all classes 
and denominations, without any distinction of religious creed 
whatsoever, an opportunity for pursuing a regular and liberal 
course of education.” 

Not only was the number of students enrolled during last 
Session larger than in the previous year, but their attendance 
upon their classes and their general devotion to work were such 
as to merit recognition and commendation m this Report. 
Erom time to time the Registrar, by my direction, furnishes 
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me with, lists containing the names of such gentlemen as appear 
to be at all remiss in this respect, and these are required to 
appear before me with such explanations as they are able to 
offer. I am glad to say that these lists appear to diminish in 
length each Session, and, that, in the great majority of cases, 
valid reasons are forthcoming for such absences as occur. As 
a matter of fact, the attendance last Session may be described 
as quite exemplary in its regularity. 

Our Entrance Scholarships 

were, as usual, competed for by a large band of youthful 
aspirants to academic fame, who came to us from the chief 
High vSchools of the North of Ireland. The first place on the 
list of Literary Scholars was this year gained by two pupils 
of the Royal Academical Institution, Belfast, Mr. Marshall 
Fullerton Huston and Mr. Richard Scandrett, who were 
bracketed as equal by the Examiners, and the first place on 
the list of Science Scholars by a pupil of the Methodist 
College, Mr. James Riddell. The other schools, pupils from 
which succeeded in securing Entrance Scholarships, were the 
Campbell College, Belfast, which sent in two of the successful 
candidates ; the Royal School, Dungannon ; the Grammar 
School, Ballymena; and Dunamuggy National School, 

The honours gained at 

The Royal University 

by our students during the year were of a very remarkable 
character. I note the following as deserving of special mention, 
and as illustrations of the manner in which the olden reputation 
of the College was maintained by those who recently presented 
themselves at the examinations of this University. Of course it 
will be clearly understood that I only touch upon the salient 
instances which occur to me. 

At the Summer Examinations of last year our students 
gained, at the First and Second Examinations in Arts, 15 First 
Class Honours and 18 Second Class Honours, with 2 First- 
Class and 10 Second Class Exhibitions — or a total of 45 high 
distinctions — being by far the largest number won by any 
College. 

But it was at the Autumn Examinations that the triu m phs 
of the College were most brilliant. These are the most 
important examinations in the academic year, and at them. 
Queen’s College, Belfast, gained no fewer than 24 First 
Class Honours and Exhibitions, 39 Second Class, and four 
Junior Fellowships, Studentships, and Special Prizes— a total 
of 67 — being again far ahead of any other College in 
the country. Nor were these honours taken in any one 
Department or School. Both Arts and Medicine shared in 
them. Mr. R. M. Henry, m.a., gained the Junior Fellowship,

in Classics (the pecuniary value of which is £200 per annum 
for four years), Mr. Robert Magiil, m.a., the similar Junior 
Fellowship in Mental Science, and Mr. James Rice, m.a., the 
Studentship in Mathematics. Mr. Robert Allen, M.B., carried off 
the Medical Studentship, and Mr. R. A. L. Graham, b.a., m.b., 
the Scholarship in Mental Diseases. The Belfast men also 
topped the lists alike at the M.B. examinations and the Second 
and Third. Altogether, at these examinations there was a 
succession of triumphs for the students of this College, never 
surpassed, and rarely equalled, even in its brilliant history. 

At the Spring Examinations of this year there was another 
series of successes. These examinations deal only with 
Medicine, and both at the Third Examination and that for 
the degrees of M.B., B.Ch., and B.A.O., a Belfast man headed 
the list, Mr. Thos. Carnwath, b.a., winning the highest Exhibi- 
tion awarded at the former, and Mr. J. A. D. Radcliffe at the 

latter. . 

Whatever the defects of the Royal University may be, it is 
admitted on all hands that its examinations are of a very 
severe and searching character, and the successes gained at 
them during the year by our students, as I have detailed them, 
are certainly most striking and significant. 

But it was not only at the Royal University that they dis- 
tinguished themselves. In August last two of them, Messrs. 
J. J. Robb, m.b., and E. M'Carrison, m.b., competed at the 
examination for 


The Indian Medical Service, 

and were both successful, Dr. .M ‘Garrison taking third place 

on tlie list. o a a 

About tlie same time three Arts men— Messrs, b. A 
b.a., R. E. Greer, b.a., and J. R. Martin, B.A.-entered for the 
Indian Civil Service Examination— admittedly one of the 
most difficult in the kingdom. They all passed, and Mr. Smyth 
took third place among the seventy-five successful candidates. 

The year’s list of examinational triumphs is, theieiore, 
altogether a singularly honourable one. , , 

A number of nominations to Commissions m the Royal Army 
Medical Corps, and to appointments as Civil Surgeons m 
attendance on the troops serving m South Africa, were during 
the year placed at our disposal by the Secretary of State for 
War, and these we had pleasure in conferring on some ot our 
most promising young medical graduates. 

During the year, I am glad to say, thirty-three ladies were 
enrolled among our students, and two of them— Miss Margaret 
Shillington and Miss Edith Miskelly— succeeded in gaming 
places among the Scholars. This is the largest number of 
lady students that we have yet bad on our books.

The Library 

Committee, consisting of Professors Park, Cunningham, 
Dougan, Morton, Symington, Thompson, Byers, the Librarian 
(Professor Meissner) and myself, met regularly and exercised 
a careful supervision over this very important department. 
The additions made during the year were more numerous than 
they have been for a long time past. They comprised 1,010 
volumes, 102 parts, and 32 pamphlets. Most of these were 
purchased, but a considerable number were supplied through 
the kind thoughtfulness of friends. The most important 
presentation received was that of 351 volumes, .largely 
consisting of tine editions of Greek and Latin classics, for 
which we were indebted to the Committee of the First Presby- 
terian Church, Belfast, who offered them to the College Library 
through their minister, the Rev. Douglas Walmsley. . In each 
volume of this collection there is placed a label containing these 
words : — “ Presented to the Library of Queen’s College by the 
First Presbyterian Church, Belfast.” These books form a 
notable accession to the Library, which also received during 
the year very large and important additions to its scientific 
departments by purchase. 

Our Museums of Natural History, Surgery and Pathology, 
Materia Medica, and Sanitary Science, were carefully main- 
tained during the year, and had each important and valuable 
additions made to their contents. The Chemical, Anatomical, 
Physiological, Pathological, and Pharmaceutical Laboratories 
had also their requirements sedulously looked after. 
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The Union, 

which was opened in January, 1897, by His Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant, continues, I am happy to say, to be a source 
of the greatest advantage to the students and to the College. 
Its reading rooms, debating hall, dining-room, and recreation 
rooms are largely frequented during term time by graduates 
and undergraduates. I have received and perused with inte- 
rest the annual report and statement of accounts for the past 
year, which has been issued by the Committee, and I note with 
pleasure the growing increase in the membership, and the satis- 
factory condition of the finances. Miss Kertland was appointed 
Lady Superintendent at the commencement of last Session, 
and under her management the affairs of the establishment 
appear to be in a very flourishing condition. A “ Eetelette ” 
was organised by the Committee and held in the Union in 
February last, for the purpose of raising funds to carry out 
some improvements in the buildings. It was opened by Mrs 
Pirrie, a staunch and unfailing friend of the College and the 
students, and proved so successful that much more monev was 
realized than had been anticipated. This has been carefully 
expended, with excellent results. Dr. 0. M. Praeger was pre- 
sident of the Union during the year, and Mr. Walter Phillips, 
33-A., has been appointed his successor. The several 

Other College Societies 

and Clubs which the students have formed amongst themselves, 
for mutual improvement and recreation, held most of their 
meetings as is now usually the custom, in the rooms of the 
1 4* the °P enm g meeting, in The M'Mordie Hall, of the 
oldest of these associations, the Literary and Scientific Society, 
which has now completed the fifty-second year of its honourable 
and useful history, the President, Mr. It. Knox M'Elderry 
m.a., gave his inaugural lecture, and Mr. Serjeant Dodd k.c., 
delivered an address. During the Session the usual num- 
ber of public and private meetings was held. The Medical 
Students Association had also a busy Session under the presi- 
dency of Dr. Rice. ^Various topics of professional interest were 
discussed at its meetings. During the winter a Students’ 
Kepresentative Council was elected, which is expected to take 
an important and useful place in the life of the College. 

“The Association of Old Belfast Men” in London, which 
acts so usefully as a rallying point for the many Queen’s College 
men whose lot is cast in the metropolis, continues to flourish, 
this year the presidential chair is well filled by Mr. J. Andrew 
Strahan ll.b who was formerly our highly esteemed pro- 
fessor of English Law, and now holds a similar office in Lin- 
coin s Inn. 

. } n t] “ eonr f of T t} m year we received several important and 
interesting gifts. I have already alluded to one of these— the 
valuable presentation of books which the Library received 
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from the Committee of the First Presbyterian Church, Belfast. 
In December a portrait of the late Professor James Cuming, 
m.d., painted by Mr. Harry Douglas, was presented to us by 
a number of his friends and publicly unveiled by Mrs. Pirrie, 
who delivered a most eloquent and impressive address on the 
occasion. In January, a portrait of the late Professor J. F. 
Hodges, m.d., painted by Mr. Thomas Hill, was similarly pre- 
sented to us, and unveiled by the Marquess of Londonderry, 
whose speech was of a very important character. Miss Mary tv. 
Andrews was the donor of another welcome gift. She placed 
in our hands sixty copies of her illustrious father’s well-known 
and valuable “ Scientific Papers,” edited by Professors Tait and 
Crum Brown, in order that one may be given to each winner of 
the '‘Andrews Studentship,” which was founded in 1879 m com- 
memoration of the distinguished career and valuable scientific 
researches of Dr. Andrews. , . 

I have reserved for the close of this Deport the most notable 
event of the history of last Session, one which will render it 
always memorable, vis., the inception of a movement for the 

Better Equipment of the College. 


It had long been recognised that, in several of the most 
important departments, its work was seriously Hampered 
owing to the inadequate provision of buildings, &e. Lear 
after year, in my annual Deport, I have had occasion to 
bewail this fact. It is true that a great deal has been done of 
late for our better outfit, partly by the Government, and partly 
through the munificence of men like Mr. U m. Dunville, Mr. 
Robert G. Dunville, the Dev. Arthur H. Pakenham, Dr. Robert 
Sullivan, Mr. John Porter, and Professor M Ivane. During 
the last decade alone four new Laboratories and one new 
Museum have been established ; a Students Union lias been 
erected ; a new Chair has been founded ; the number of depart- 
ments in the Medical School has been doubled; and all the 
College Classes, Scholarships, and Prizes have been thrown 
open to women, so that it is evident that the College has been 
strenuously, and not unsuccessfully, endeavouring, as wel a 
the limited means at its disposal would allow, to 'keep pace 
with the progress of the age. But the rapid scientific advance 
of our days, the growth of Belfast— which, when the College 
was built, had a population of 100,000 people, and now contains 
about 350,000— and the many social and economic changes 
which the latter half of the nineteenth century brought with 
it, render it imperative-if the College is to continue to ad- 
vance, and to be a seat of learning worthy of our province 
that it should be equipped with a much fuller completeness than 
at present. The Treasury, however, have refused ail applica- 
tions for additions to our equipment until the people of Belfast 
show their appreciation of their College by contributing a share 
of the cost of such improvements, as is done m England and 
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Scotland. Accordingly, after years of waiting, it was resolved 
last Session that an effort should be made to enlist public help. 
I cannot better tell 

The Story 

of what was done in this direction than by quoting from a 
speech in which I described it a few weeks ago. I said : — 
“Our project began to take shape last summer. The Govern- 
ment refused to give us the additional equipments which we 
required unless the Belfast people would take their share in pro- 
viding them, and it was necessary to try what could be done. Well 
I bethought me what I should do. I went to a valued friend, one 
who has proved himself a friend indeed on many occasions, and by 
whose counsel I set great store — I refer to 

The Bight Hon. W. J. Piiirie. 

1 went to him for another reason. I have grateful recollections of the 
deep interest which liis illustrious partner, the late Sir Edward Harland, 
took in this College ; how he recognised, as few men have done, the 
tremendously important vantage ground which it occupies for serving 
the best interests oi Belfast and Ulster, and how, especially, he exerted 
himself with the Government, in the later years of his life, to procure 
for us that suite of Chemical Laboratories which were begun before his 
death, but stand to this day unfinished. I knew Mr. Pirrio’s reverence 
for the memory of Sir Edward Harland, and how his ideas ran on all 
fours with his. Therefore I went to him. He might have excused 
himself had he wished to do so, for not only has he upon his 
shoulders the continual burden of the world-renowned ship- 
yard with which he is identified, but just then he was particularly 
occupied with the building of the greatest ship that has yet been 
seen on this earth. But he did nothing of the kind. On the con- 
trary, he entered minutely and carefully into the whole subject, 
and, before the interview ended, assured me that Ihe entirely 
sympathised with our case, and we might count upon his help to 
the very utmost of his power. “ But,” said he, “ as a practical 
man, I should advise you to wait until the foundation-stone of our 
new Hospital is laid, and until Mrs. Pirrie has completed the 
scheme for the endowment of the Cuming Ward, oil which she 
has set her heart. When that is done I am at yeur service.” Need 
I assure you that X came away from that interview a considerably 
happier man? Not long afterwards, I had a chat with another of 
our foremost Belfast men, one who is always to be found at tile 
front when public service is to be done or patriotic work accom- 
plished — 

Sir James Musgrave. 

I laid hefoi e liirn our case. He heard me most sympathetically, and, in 
the result, drove up iu my house a few mornings later to tell me that 
he would like to give a little help to the proposed fund. The little help 
turned out to be a cheque for £5,000. This money, by his desire, is to 
be devoted to the foundation ot a Chair of Pathology. This visit, I 
heed not say, gave me fresh hope. Another interview with Mr. Pirrie 
next took place. The new Hospital was by this time out of the 
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way, and the £10,tD00, at which Mrs. Pirrie had aimed, was com- 
pleted, as everybody who knows (her knew it would be completed 
•when she undertook the task. We had another talk about the 
College, and the issue was, that, in that large-minded, great-souled 
spirit whidh is so characteristic of the man, he took off our hands 
the erection of a new Laboratory of Natural Philosophy and 
Engineering. What number of thousands of pounds are going to 
be expended upon it I do not know, nor, to tell the truth, do I 
ask. Only one remark fell from his lips on that point — “ It must 
be done right ” — and that statement satisfied me, as, I am sure, it 
will you. My next interview was with our worthy Lord Mayor. 
I should have seen him earlier, but he was not. in office when the 
movement was getting into shape. He, too, received my state- 
ments most heartily, and, as I find that different men pick out of our 
scheme that which most appeals to them, I was not surprised to 
discover that the Lord Mayor, with that inborn love of outdoor 
sport for which he is noted, was especially appealed to by the pro- 
posed Athletic' Field for the students, and undertook to see what 
be could do in that direction. In better hands, I am sure you 
will agree with me, it could not be, and in those hands I am content 
to leave it. These do not by any means exhaust the splendid 
promises of help which we have received. Our well-known towns- 
man, Mr. John M'Connell, j.p., promises £1,000 to the scheme. 
He suggests that this should be used in the direction of establish- 
ing a Faculty of Commerce, after the fashidn of that recently 
founded in the new University of Birmingham. Failing this, he 
should like it applied to the establishment of evening classes ; but, 
if neither of these things is done, I have no doubt he will plaice 
the allocation of the money in the hands of the special committee 
to be appointed for the purpose. For my part, however, I should 
say that I think it would be of vast advantage to Belfast if we had 
both the additions of which Mr. MUonnell speaks, and I hope the 
day is not far distant when we may. The Chamber of Commerce, 
whose esteemed President- we are all glad to see with us to-day, 
might very fitly, I think, move with us in the direction of the 
first; and I have long thought that, if we had the means, we 
ourselves ought certainly to take the second into careful considera- 
tion. If I am not wearying you, there is another announcement 
which I should like to make. There is one art for which no 
provision exists in the College — the divine art of Music. Degrees 
in Music are given by the University, but we have no means of 
preparing candidates for them ; and there is also an exceptionally 
large and cultivated musical public in Belfast, for whose assistance 
we do nothing. I a.m glad to say that, as a part of this movement 
of ours, there is a prospect, which I hail with delight, of a great 
Organ being erected in our Hall, as a memorial of one of our most 
respected citizens, now unhappily no more — one whom I personally 
held in the highest esteem not only for his other admirable quali- 
ties, but because of his deep and constant interest in the cause of 
education. There are other gifts which I cannot mention. But I 
cannot close this narrative without reference to the part which the 
Professors of the College have taken, and are taking, in the move- 
ment. When 1 mentioned it to the Council, they received mv 
communication not only with a unanimity of satisfaction, but of 
delight. Subsequently it was brought before a full meeting of 
the Professors, and there again the feeling was one of the greatest 
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enthusiasm ; and it has since then been fully considered at meet- 
ings of the different Faculties, not only without a dissentient voice, 
but with the most earnest wishes for its success, coupled with the 
strongest feelings of gratitude to those munificent Belfastmen who 
have come to the aid of the College at this juncture in its history. 
And the best proof of their interest in the project is to be found 
in a paper which I hold in my hand. Professors are not generally 
among the wealthiest members of the community, but, notwith- 
standing this, the members of one Faculty alone — the Medical 
Faculty — have promised already about £1,000, and I know that 
their colleagues of other departments will not be behind when the 
time comes. Such, my lords, ladies, and gentlemen, is the “ round, 
unvarnished tale ” which I have to tell you this afternoon. I 
think you will agree with me that no project ever began with better 
or fairer prospects. Our scheme, I admit, is a large and ambitious 
one— the largest and most ambitious ever begun here. But, large 
and ambitious though it is, yet with such a start, and bearing in 
mind the wise old Greek saying “ The beginning is the half of all,” 
and our own familiar proverb, “ Well begun is half ended,” 
bearing also in mind that we propose asking the Treasury — which 
has declared that, until Belfast does something in this matter, it. 
will not help us — to act upon the principle which it has thus 
implicitly laid down, and to give us a grant corresponding in 
amount to what may be raised locally, I do not think that I can 
be charged with being unduly sanguine or over-confident if I 
auspicate for it such a success, in keeping with its early promise, 
as it certainly deserves, and as I am sure this great meeting heartily 
desires that it may attain.” 

A Public Meeting, 

for the launching of the proposed “ Scheme for the Better 
Equipment of the College ” was held on 16th April last. This 
was unquestionably the most significant and remarkable meet- 
ing ever held within our walls — significant in its purpose, the 
forging of a link to connect the College closely with the City of 
Belfast ; significant in its size, crowding, as it did, one of our most 
capacious halls; significant in its unanimity and enthusiasm; 
and significant, too, in its composition, attended, as it was, by an 
audience representative of all that is best in our Belfast and 
Ulster life — by our Lord Mayor and High Sheriff, our nobility, 
Members of Parliament, clergymen of various denominations, 
our merchant princes and bankers, leading medical men, heads 
of our public schools, along with the professors and graduates 
and students of the College. The very holding of such a meet- 
ing for such a purpose marked, in my opinion, a new departure 
of a most important nature, not only in the history of Queen’s 
College, but in the history of education in Ulster. With great 
heartiness it was resolved, at this meeting, on the motion of the 
Marquess of Londonderry, seconded and supported by two 
representatives of Science and Literature among us, Professors 
Letts and Dill, that “ in the interests of higher education and 
research it is most desirable materially to strengthen the equip- 
ment of Queen’s College, Belfast.” 
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With equal enthusiasm, a motion, proposed by the Marquess of 
Duffenn and Ava, and seconded by the Right Hon. W. J 
Pirrie, ll.d., d.l., was passed that a fund for the better equip- 
ment of the College should be established, and that an earnest 
appeal should be made to the people of Belfast and the North 
of Ireland and to all old students of the College and their 
friends, for contributions thereto. 

A Committee was appointed to take charge of the raising of 
this fund. On the motion of Sir James Musgrave, Bart., d.l., 
seconded by Mr. G. W. Wolff, m.p., the Lord Mayor of Belfast 
(Sir Daniel Dixon, d.l.), was elected chairman of this' Com- 
mittee, Professor Purser, ll.d., Dr. .J. Lorrain Smith, and Mr. 
T. C. Houston, ll.b., Secretaries, and Sir Otto Jafie, J.r., High 
Sheriff of Belfast, and Mr. J. Taylor Blackwood, j.p., Director 
of the Ulster Bank, Treasurers. It was further resolved, on 
the proposition of the President of the Belfast Chamber of 
Commerce (Mr. Robert Thompson, J.r.), seconded by Professor 
Symington, m.d., that— “ The allocation of the moneys which 
shall be raised, other than those which may be ear-marked for 
particular objects, shall be entrusted to a committee consisting 
of the President, six gentlemen nominated by the Executive 
Committee, and six members of the College stall nominated bv 
the Council.” “ 

’ Not the least important resolution of the series followed, pro- 
posed. by the High Sheriff of Belfast (Sir Otto Jaffe, j.r.), and 
seconded by Professor Whitla, m.a., m.d. : -4-“ That this meeting . 
strongly urges the Irish Government to obtain from the 
Treasury a grant corresponding to the amount which may be 
subscribed to_ the fund now established, so that the College 
may be provided with an equipment fully adequate to the 
great work which has been committed to it.” 

The final resolution, proposed by Mr. D. Graham Barkley, LL,D., 
and seconded by Mr. John .M'Connell, j.f„ was to the effect— 

“ That copies of these resolutions be sent to His Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant, the Chief Secretary, and the Ulster Members 
of Parliament.” 

I have thought it right to describe the proceedings of this 
great and remarkable meeting thus particularly, not only 
because they ought, I think, to be formally and perma- 
nently chronicled in this official document, but because 
the meeting will, I have no doubt, have such important 
and far-reaching effects that it will be looked back upon, in 
days to come, as historic. The movement which was thus 
inaugurated has been taken up with most laudable spirit and 
energy. 

Large Contributions 

have been sent in, and others which, although not large in 
amount, have an important moral weight — coming, as they do, 
from men who are not wealthy, but whose, support of such a 
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scheme is invaluable. The project has only been a few weeks 
in existence, and no general appeal has yet been made on its 
behalf, yet already the Committee see their way to 1 probably 
£20,000 or £30,000 — a beginning which, considering all 
the circumstances of the case, was much more than could 
have been looked for in the time, and one which assures 
the ultimate success of the undertaking. If those who are yet 
to contribute only maintain the level of those who have been 
the pioneers of the scheme (and the Committee are confident 
that the more the claims of the project are known, the more 
generous will be the support which they will receive), and if 
the State does the part which is expected from it, as it does in 
similar cases in England and Scotland, the College will be 
placed in a position for doing the great work committed to it 
such as it never occupied before, not only in regard to the actual 
increase of equipment which it will receive, but in the strength 
which will be imparted to it by the fact of its being recognised 
and supported as the College of the North of Ireland by the 
people of the North of Ireland. Already, it has been to myself, 
personally, a most pleasant and inspiring sight to see assembled 
in the Council Room of the College, week after week, some of our 
foremost and busiest city men, carefully deliberating and plan- 
ning, along with professors and alumni, as to the furtherance of 
this Equipment Scheme. The sight is a novel one in our history. 
The new departure cannot fail, not only materially to further 
the well-being of the College, but to re-act, in a most important 
manner, on the welfare and advancement of Belfast. 

The specific 

i O .• 

t r Objects Aimec at 


in the scheme are — 

1. The provision of Laboratories for several departments 
which are at present unprovided with them, and the means 
of maintaining and working them. For Natural 
Philosophy, Engineering, and Biology there are no Labora- 
tories whatever. Eor Chemistry new buildings were com- 
menced by the Board of Works some years ago, but have 
been left unfinished. And Physiology and Pathology 
require additions to their present accommodations. 

2. Additional Chairs. Several are much required. And 
there is pressing need, alike in the Schools of Arts, Science, 
and Medicine, for the foundation of a number of Lecture- 
ships or Readerships, such as exist in the older Univer- 
sities, which would at once afford to the professors the 
means of developing the work of their several departments 
in a manner which is now impossible, and would enable 
promising young graduates to prolong studies which are 
at present too often prematurely cut short. 
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3. Residential Chambers, in which students may live 
amid academic surroundings, and under proper super- 
vision. 

4. A Playing Field for the students, where they may 
obtain due relaxation after the labours of the class-room 
and the laboratory. There is not space in the College 
grounds, for the practice of healthful outdoor games, and 
we consider it most advisable, for many reasons, that this 
want should be supplied. 

It would be difficult to state with precision the amount which 
will be required to carry out these objects. Obviously, a 
very large sum will be needed. But, already, the project 
has been taken up with such spirit, and such splendid progress 
has been made, that there appears to be little room for doubt 
as to its success, if only the excellent promise of its beginning 
is followed up witn earnestness and generosity. The project 
is, of course, a very great one, and will require strenuous and 
sustained effort and widely-spread support if it is to be com- 
pletely successful. Not only must the additional buildings 
required be erected, but the large annual cost of their mainten- 
ance must be provided for, as well as the payment of the neces- 
sary assistants and demonstrators, without whom their work 
could not be adequately carried on. But Queen’s College, 
which for fifty years has been a centre of light and culture to 
all Ulster, whose alumni are to be found occupying posi- 
tions of usefulness and eminence all over the world, and which 
has upon its books the names of so many men who have been 
educated within its walls for the various learned professions 
and for other walks in life, has strong claims upon the people of 
Belfast and Ulster, and upon its own old students everywhere. 
It is hoped and believed that many will recognise these claims, 
and will now combine to help it to commence the new century 
with such augmented resources as will enable it to prosecute, 
with increased vigour and success, the great work committed to 
it in its Charter. 

I cannot conclude this Report without expressing the 
pleasure with which I have observed the keen 

Interest in University Education 

which is now pervading the entire United Kingdom. The 
truth is being clearly discerned at last, by wise and far* 
seeing men, that the prosperity and advancement of the country 
depend, in a manner not previously perceived, upon the 
universities and university colleges being maintained in an 
efficient and vigorous condition, and upon their keeping pace 
steadily with the progress of the times and adapting themselves 
to their ever-varying needs. So in Scotland the four universities 
have had two millions sterling devoted to their use by a single 
munificent donor. In England the older universities are appealing

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for funds to enlarge their equipment, so as to enable them to 
cope with the new and increasing demands which are being 
made upon them, while their younger sisters are pushing forward 
their work in their several localities with a vigo.Ur and a 
determination which we cannot but admire. London, weary of a 
university which was merely an examining body, though an 
examining body of the highest order, has now obtained a teaching 
university of its own ; and it has been declared on high authority 
that “ if the fullest use be made of all existing institutions; and 
only the proved needs of the present generation be provided for, 
anything like a complete endowment of London University in 
all its faculties calls for a sum of between four and five : millions" 
sterling — a figure which will not astonish those acquainted with < 
what is actually provided at Paris or Berlin, Harvard or Johns 
Hopkins.” Birmingham, which had its Mason College, has ' 
obtained a charter for a university, for which it has raised over 
£400,000, and now the City Council of Liverpool has 
unanimously declared that, in the interests of higher education, 
their University College is not sufficient for their requirements, 
but that they must also have a university. Already £100,000 
has been subscribed, which will bring up the capital of University ' 
College to about £600,000, and the promoters are sanguine that 
there will be little difficulty in raising this to £750,000. 

These movements inspire with hope those who are anxious for ' 
the future of our Empire. For it cannot be doubted that, if ' 
Britain is to maintain her old proud supremacy among the 
nations, the higher education of her sons must be, much more 
than it has been, among her chiefest cares. Speaking at a 
meeting in our own College last April, 

The Right Hon. W. J. Pirrie 

used these words — “ Personally I feel that higher education 
requires to be even more carefully looked after, and more con- 
stantly improved, than elementary or secondary education, for, 
to a very large extent, elementary and secondary education will 
take their standard from, and be influenced by, that which is 
higher.” There is undoubtedly much force in this remark. Tlie- 
Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, M.P., first Chancellor of the 
new University of Birmingham, urged the same truth on the 
attention of the country, at the first Congregation of the 
University in the beginning of the present month, saying — “ The 
more I study this question of higher education the more L" 
am persuaded of its enormous importance to this country, arid ; 
the more I am convinced of our own deficiencies, both absolutely ■ 
and in comparison with those other nations which are our comb : 
petitors in' the struggle, I shall not say for existence, .but' at ail 
events for a foremost place in the ranks of the nations of "the : - 
world. I regard this opening time of the. twentieth century as it 
critical time in the history of both education and higher education, U 
which has hitherto been too much neglected, and I am convinced 
that' unless we overcome the innate conservatism of our people 
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in regard to the application of the highest science to the 
commonest industries and manufactures in Our land we shall 
certainly fall very far behind in the race.” 

These are weighty words, which, I hope, will find an answer- 
ing echo in Belfast. I cannot doubt that they will. The response 
which is .being made. just now to the appeal of Queen’s- College 
for means to enable her to “ lengthen her cords and strengthen 
her stakes,” proves that the request for such help is no lono-er 
what it once was — the voice of one crying in the wilderness 
and encourages us to believe that there are not a few of our 
wisest and most far-seeing citizens who perceive, as plainly as 
those of Liverpool and Birmingham, that the time has come for 
giving to university education in the North of Ireland such 4 
place in their regards; their attention, and their benefactions, and 
such a commanding and influential place also in the polity of 
the city and the province, as it has long since obtained in 
Germany and America, to the manifest and great advantage of 
both countries. 6
